1 . The issue at question in the letter to the Galatians is that of 
salvation in Christ a by grace alone through faith alone. 

2. Judaizers - taught that, to become a Christian, a person must 

first become a J , that they must obey the Law of Moses, 

and that all males must be circumcised. 

3. Libertines - taught that the grace of God had freed them to live 
as they pleased, so they were under obligation to no law. 

4. Paul commends the churches.
